BRITISH ELECTIONS 
RETURN OF GOVERNMENT 
Six Elections Yet to be Held , and 
if the Results are the Same as De- 
clared Last January, the Liberals 


RESULT IN 


and Unionists Will Have Equal 
Number o Representatives in the 
House—Unionists Will Accept Veto 


London,—With the exception of a 
few personal changes, the house of 
commons will be unchanged. | If the 
results in the six districts yet to be 
declared repeat the same decision of 
last January, the old predominant 
parties, the Liberals and Unionists, 
will have four members and one mem- 
ber less, respectively, than they did 
in the late parliament, making them | 
exactly equal if the speaker, who is 
elected as a Unionist, is excluded, 

These seats have gone to ‘the gov- 
ernment allies, Labor having added 
three to their numerical strength, 
while Redmond comes back with two; 
followers more than he did early in| 
the year, Both of the Nationalist 
gains were from the Unionists.

MINISTER OF JUSTICE GETS TIME | 


Danish Ex-Minister of Justice Sentenc | 
ed to 8 Years Penal Servitude | 
for Banking Frauds | 


Copenhagen.—Former Minister of 
Justice P. A. Alberti, the revelation of 
whose banking frauds in the fall of 
108 scandalized this country, has 
been sentenced to eight years’ penal 
servitude, | 

For fourteen years Alberta held a 
commanding place in politics and 
finance, He was a member of the 
Deuntzer ministry and dominated the 
Chistensen cabinet, which he entered | 
as minister of justice in 1905. As 
president of the Bondestandes Spark- | 
asse, a savings bank, and of the Dan- 
ish Farmers’ Export Association, he 
was custodian of enormous funds, to} 
which he began to help himself, ac- 
cording to his own confession, seven 
years before he accepted the portfolio 
of justice, 

His peculations amounted to over 
two million. The money was lost in 
South Africa and American mining | 
ventures. Popular indignation was so 
intense that Premier Christensen, who} 
only recently had publicly — affirmed | 
Alberti’s honesty, was forced to sub- 
mit the resignation of his entire cab-! 
inet.

‘lost, a much higher toll than in 1910. 


The worst disaster this year was the 


| sinking of the car ferry No, 18, of the 


Pere Marquette railroad, off Luding- 
ton, with the loss of more than a 
score of lives. The greatest monetary 
loss of the 1910 season was incurred 
when the steamer W. C. Moreland 
was stranded on Eagle river reef, 
Lake Superior. The loss to the hull 
was $420,000 and to the cargo $40,000. 
There were eight important 
accidents and wrecks during the year.

FARMERS PRESENT PETITIONS 
TO SIR WILFRID LAURIER 


Delegation of 800 Farmers, Represent- 
ing Nearly Every Province of the 
Dominion Meet the Premier and 
Members of the Cabinet at Ottawa 
and Present Many Resolutions— 
Sir Wilfrid Replies. ! 


Ottawa.—The long heralled event 
marking the beginning of a new era 
in the history of the developm*nt of! 
the propadanda of the agriculturists 
of the Dominion, the face to face talk 
between representatives of all Cana- 
da and Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the 
members saw its consummation in 
the chamber of the House of Com- 
mons.

Regarding the Hudson's bay rail- 
way was a resolution that the ra‘lway 
and all terminal facilities should be | 
constructed, owned and operated in 
perpetuity by the Dominion govern- | 
ment under an independent commis- 
sion, 

A resolution that cheap and efficient | 
machinery for the incorporation of co- 
operative societies be provided by the! 
government during the present ses-| 
sion, also that the government acquire | 
and operate, under separate, commis- | 
sion terminal elevators at the Pacific} 
const and at Hudson’s Bay when ne- 
cessary. 

A resolution that the government be 
urgently requested to erect necessary | 
works and operate a modern and up 
to date method of exporting meat ani- 
mals by establishing a system for 
handling chilled meats. 

Another final resolution pledged the 
farmers to promote the consolidation 
and spreading of farmers’ organiza- 
tions throughout Canada. | 

After listening for four hours to! 
the resolutions, memorials  and| 
speeches, Sir Wilfrid Laurier rose to} 
reply. He was greeted with cheers. 
He said he desired on behalf of the 
government and of parliament to ex- 
press his gratification at being asked | 
to receive such a representative dele-| 
gation. They had no doubt profited | 
by the facts and views expressed, even| 
if they did not share them all. He| 
noted that while the delegation repre- 
sented all of the Dominion, it seemed

BOURASSA'S FORECAST 
ays That in a Few Years Eastern 
Canada Will Be All 
French 
London.—Henry Bourassa is keep- 
ing so much out of th epublic eye in 
Paris that the French journalists 

séem unaware of his presence. 

A sorhewhat startling interview with 
him appeared in the London Mail 
recently by the well-known war corre- 
spondent, William Maxwell. 

Bourassa, it is reported, made the 
following reply to Maxwell’s forecast 
that in a few years the West and not 
Quebec will hold the balance of power 
in Canada.” 


“In fifteen years and before that 
time comes the Eastern _ provinces, 
Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, will have become 
French in language and Roman 
Catholic in faith.” 

Maxwell declares the root of 


Bourassa’s overmastering ambition is 
a French enclave, with the Monroe 
doctrine inscribed on its borders, and 
a complacent docile federation knock- 
ing at his doors, pleading to be ad- 
mitted to the freedom of the Atlantic 
coast. 

Bourassa added: “A federal empire 
is geographically impossible and po- 
litically undesirable. If you leave 
Canada like the rest of the empire to 
develop its own national and ethnic 
traditions, separation will be a slow 
process. 

“We will be friendly; we shall con- 
tinue the best allies of Britain, and 
Britain, like other nations of Europe, 
will find it to her advantage to pre- 
serve in North ‘America the independ- 
ence of a country which will serve as 
a counterpoise to the United States’ 
invasion,”

TO SAVE THE FORESTS 


CONSERVATION OF CANADA'S! 
FORESTS NECESSARY 


The Canadian Forestry Association, 
Though Only Ten Years in Exist- 
ence, Has Done a Magnificent work 
—Objects Will be discussed in 
Convention at the City of Quebec 
in January. 


Ottawa.—As short a time ago as the 
year 1900 the subject of scientific for- 
est protection was practically un- 
known in Canada, but events have 
moved so rapidly that the announce- 
ment that Sir Wilfrid Laurier has is- 
sued a call for a Dominion Forestry 
Convention to meet under the au- 
spices of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation in the city of Quebec, Janu- 
ary 18-19, 1911, has resulted in such 
an amount of interest being aroused 
that it is now practically assured that 
a great working convention will be 
the result, 

As the result of the previous con- 
ventions and the work of the Cana-! 
dian Forestry Association, fish and 
gume associations and similar organ- 
izations, the public mind has been 
considerably aroused on the question 
of conservation and the aim of this 
convention will be to point out prac-| 
tical ways in which this aroused and 
enlightened public opinion can work 
to save Canada’s forests and all that 
depend upon them, 

Upon the maintenance of forests on 
the non-arable lands about the head- 
waters of our streams depend the 
evenness of flow, the water powers 
and the navigation capacities of our 
tivers. Hence arises the importance 
of the forests to the manufacturer for 
his power and the shipper who uses 
te waters of rivers and canals for the 
transportation of freight. Agriculture 
is badly affected by too close cutting, 
and much more by the ruthless de-| 
struction of our forests. 

The railways need ties and lumber, 
the mines the props without which 
mining cannot be carried on. Cities! 
need power and good water. People 
need hunting and recreation grounds 
and health resorts. 

The tourist travel to a well-forested 
back country will be an immense 
trade, biinging millions into Canada) 
These are}

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XIII—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR DEC, 25, 1910 


Text of the Lesson, 


Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden 
Text, Luke ii, !|--Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D, M. Stearns.. 


_ As the review suggested for today 
is wholly conceining some events in 
the last week of His earthly sojourn, 
His death and His resurrection, we 
cannot do bitter than to take the 
Christmas lesson suggested, as He 
was made of a woman, made under 
the law, to redeem them that were 
under the law (Gal. iv, 4, 5). This 
was all in the fullness of time, and 
when another fuilness of time shall 
have come He will cume again to ful- 
fill all that is written of His kingdom 
and glory as literally as at His first 
coming He fulfilled all that was writ- 
| ten of His humiliation. All nations 
| will be moved as far as need be to 
bring about the events connected with 
| His return, as at the first Caesar was 
|moved, he knew not why, to decree 
that all the world should be enrolled. 
A Jewish decree would require only 
the men to go (Ex. xxiii, 17), but it is 
evident that the Roman decree re- 
quired women as well as men, Had 
He been put to death by the Jews it 
would have been by stoning, but the 
prediction required crucifixion (Ps, 
xxii, 16), and the Romans were in 
power at His death as well as at His 
birth, that all Scripture might be ful- 
filled. Dr, Pierson says that “all his- 
tory is His story,” and it must be 
true that all events in all nations are 
working out the eternal purpose which 
hes been purposed in Christ Jesus. 
Doubtless many a Jewish woman 
coveted to be the one of whom Isa, 
vii, 14, spake, but it wes reserved for 
this humble maiden of Nazareth to be 
thus honored. It had to be some one 
of the tribe of Ju‘ah, and the birth 
had _ to be in Bethlehem (Gen, xlix, 
10; Mic. v. 2). This had been decreed 
centuries before—yea, before the world 
was. So they came to Bethlehem, to 
the same city to which Ruth came 
with Naomi and where David after- 
ward kept his father’s sheep. But the 
guest chamber was not ready; there 
was no room for them in the inn. 
| These words “inn” and ‘guest cham- 
| ber (verse 7 and xxii, 11) are the 
same words and, I think, used only in 
| those two places. (Look it up. I have 
jno Greek concordance at hand.) Can 
you truly say “There is room in my 
heart, Lord Jesus, room for Thee?” 
From the story of Hagar in Gen. xvi 
all the way to Rev. xxii, 16, how fas- 
cinating is the record of heavenly 
ministry by those who hearken unto 
the voice of His word and do His 
pleasure (Ps. ciii, 20-21). How com- 
jfoiting the assurance of Heb. i, 14, 
|that they are still ministering to us 
and have constant access to our 
Father in heaven (Matt. xviii. 10). In 
our last lesson, on His resurrection, 
I noticed (but, I think, did not write 
|it) that He did not show Himself 
| alike to the chief priests and to Pilate, 
but only to his own followers, who, 
as a rule, were the lowly ones of earth. 
So here the angels come, not to any 
great ones of earth, but to those who 
as to their occupation followed in the 
steps of Abel, Jacob, Moses, David 
and others. TI often think of Zeph. 
| iii, 12, ‘T will also leave in the midst 
jof thee an afflicted and poor people, 
and they shall trust in the name of 
i the Lord,” and also of Matt. v, 3, 
|‘Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of Waavenie 
How precious are the “fear nots” of 
angels and of the Lord from Genesis 
to Revelation! But they are only 
|precious as we appropriate them and 
jin them hear His voice to us individ- 
jually. Does the saying ‘‘good tidings 
}of great joy’’ still hold good? If so, 
; Where are the joyful people who re 
joice with joy unspeakable and live ta 
|make the tidings known to all people. 
Then hear the multitude of the 
heavenly host as they praise God and 
}say, “Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will toward 
men” (verse 14). Note that “glory to 
God” must be first always, whether it 
be church or missionary work or indi- 
vidual service, The Lord alone must 
| be exalted. We must cry, as the ser- 
japhim and cherubim do, ‘Holy, holy, 
holy is thie Lord of Hosts!” ‘Holy, 
jholy, holy, Lord God Almighty” (Isa. 
vi, 3; Rev. iv, 8). That will sink our 
society, denomination or church com- 
| pletely out of sight if only the earth 
may be filled with His glory. All of- 
ferings, like those of the wise men, 
will then be unto Him rather than 
unto any particular work for the 
{work's sake, All our service and even 
‘our eating and drinking should be to 
|the end that God may in all things be 
glorified through Jesus Christ (I Pet, 
liv, 11; I Cor. x, 31). The angels went 
laway into heaven (verse 15). It 
/sounds easy, but who can do it? Men 
are being honored by nations today if 
they can stay a few hours in the air 
and move from place to place. The 
shepherds unquestioningly — believed 
the angels’ message, went and found 
as they had said and then made it 
known abroad, glorifying and praisin 
God for all the things they hal heard 
and seen. The people wondered as 
they heard, but Mary kept all in her 
heart and pondered them, It is only 
as we keep in our hearts and ponder 
the things of God that we will be in 
any degree benefited. It is only as 
}we muse that the fire will burn, and 
we: will speak, that we may be re- 
freshed (Ps. xxxix, 3; Job. xxxii, 20).

Face Death Under Water Rather Than 
the Hunter Above. 


The cunning exhibited by certain 
species ef wi'l fowl when wounded 
is remarkable. Many a duck hunter 
has winged birds from a flock and 
seen them diy. never apparently to 


| return to the surface again. Certain 


kinds of ducks which are obtuse in 
their willingness to come to decoys 
become, when struck by a bullet, lit- 
tle devils of almost sarcastic clever- 
ness. 

A case in point occurred not long 
ago when a duck hunter on the 8t. 
Lawrence showered a big coot with 
“-e shot from his boat secluded in a 
rush bed. The duck first attempted to 
tise, but discovering that its wing 
».48 crippled, immediately dropped in- 
to the water again and dove. The 
hunter stood up in his boat with his 


“gun leveled for a second shot at the 


bird when it should come to the sur- 
face, but He waited in vain for the re- 
appearance of nis game. 
here were few ducks flying to oc- 
vupy his attention, so he determined 
to row out and solve if possible the 
mystery of the coot’s disappearance. 
The water under the decoys was shal- 
low enough for him to see clearly the 
weed covered bottom, and he paddled 
carefully about near the spot where 
he had seen the wounded duck lunge 
below the surface. Suddenly, in the 
clearwater below the gunwale of his 
boat, he saw the solution of the mys- 
tery, 
Anchored a few feet from the bot- 
tom by a thick reed stalk, wings out- 


; stretched and head hanging limply 


down over his back, was the body of 
the elusive coot. With the tension of 
na death grip it was evident he had 
clutched the weed to keep himseli 
from rising again to the surface where 
he had received before the pain from 
the wounding bullet. Rather than 
give himself up to this strange enemy, 
he had preferred to remain at the 
bottom. 

Running his onr blade into the wat- 
er, the hunter tried to detach his 
game; but so tenaciously did the feet 
cling that it was only by severing the 
weed itself that tlie afngé was brought 
again to the surface. Even when tak- 
en into the boat, the bird’s death 
grip remained fast upon the rush 
stalk. 

Another instance of the straits to 
which a wounded duck will resort in 
evading a hunter was furnished by an 
American golden eye. The bird had 
been wounded among decoys in a 
small water hole of a frozen lake. 
When he dove and failed to reappear, 
the hunter walked to the other side of 
the hole, and there, through the trans- 
parent ice, was astonished to see his 
game swimming with both feet and 
wings along just under the ice. It 
was evident that the wounded duck, 
in its fright, had gone under the ice, 
and was frantically swimming about 
in search of an opening. The hunter 
followed the desperate bird for some 
little distance. Then the poor crea- 
ture’s strokes began to grow weaker, 
the wing action ceased, and finally 
the body lay still against the under 
surface of the ice. With an axe the 
hunter chopped out the drowned duck.

The 
bell called the people to prayers, and 
tolled their knell when they died. 
Presently it gathered legends. 

St. Fillan’s bell worked strange won- 
ders, folks believed. Certainly rob- 
bers and prowling evildoers would 
pause in their work if they caught 
the sweet tone of its ringing on the 
wind. Long after abbot and abbey had 
passed away this bell remained, lying 
on a stone in the kirkyard. Thither 
sick folk came, believing that their 
diseases might be charmed away. 
Sometimes, indeed, as a special favor 
(and on the payment of sufficient 
money), the bell would be carried to 
the sick, instead of the sick oth 
to the bell. It had to be conveye 
back immediately. If not, it would 
take its own way—flying through the 
air, ringing as it went. 

Then a pious soul resolved to build 
a belfry for the bell, a worthy home 
for so distinguished a blessing. But 
though ‘h new building was fair and 


; stately, the bell would not there abide. 


In vain they placed it in the tower. 
Again and again they tried; but al- 
ways at the next day’s dawn the bell 
came clanging back. Then the King 
bethought him that his 
Scone would be the better of the bel!; 
and to Scone it was conveyed. 

But next day the people in the 
glens and along Strathearnside heard 
a curious clangor in the air.

sense talked about the bell, and the 
legends asserting none could keep it 
from its chosen haunt in the ruined 
kirk. Forthwith he was seized with 
a desire to prove the falsehood of so 
ridiculous a tale. He purloined the 
bell, bore it to England, and in En 
land it remained until he died.—Mo 
ern Society.

The great lawsuit, Wyler v. Lewis

Fishery Inspector Den- 
nison informed the committee at the 
half yearly meeting at King’s Lynn 
that during the last two months 1,911 
crabs had been labelled and returned 
to the sea off the Norfolk and Lin- 
colnshize coasts. 

It is hoped to be able to trace their 
movements and to obtain other data 
which are likely to be of use to the 
fishermen. During the scason just 
ended 1,281,000 marketable crabs and 
40,000 lobsters weve caught along the 
coast.—London Daily Mail,

Sir James Crichton-Browne Says One 
Is no Excuse for Other. 


Sir James Crichton-Browne, the dis- 
tinguished phvsician, who has been 
the Lord Chancellor's Visitor in 
Lunacy since 1875, is at variance with 
the majority of those who have ex: 
pounded their views on lunacy and 
L Awad before the Divorce Commis- 
sion. 

When he gave evidence at Win- 
chester House he declared that the 
proposal that Neb dell) of any dura- 
tion or kind should constitute a 
fionad for divorce seemed to him 

ighly objectionable. 

“Insanity is simply a bodily dis- 
ease,” he added, “manifesting itself 
in mental derangement, and if it were 
to be recognized as a sufficient rea- 
son for divorce, I do not see why 
Lilt other bodily diseases should 
not _be also. 

“Insanity is a disease and a visita- 
tion of God, and to allow any dis- 
ease, no matter what its nature or 
extent, to annul a mutual contract 
explicitly or tacitly, acknowledged 
hithe.to by all who have entered into 
it to be ‘for better or worse, in sick- 
ness and in health,’ would be, it 
seeme to me, to truckle to selfishness, 
to undermine those altruistic senti- 
ments which have played so great a 
part in human progress, and to be in 
some measure a reversion to the ruth- 
lessness of savage life.” 

In reply to a question by the Arch- 
bishop of York, Sir James told a 
good story. 

“Years ago,” he said, “a medical 
friend of mine became engaged to a 
young lady and married her. 

“In the carriage on the way to the 
station after the ceremony the young 
man discovered that his bride had 
suddenly gone mad. He hesitated 
whether to take her back to her par- 
ents or continue the journey to the 
Continent.

He may be allowed to smoke, he may 
be granted a little beer on occasions, 


but all this greatly depends on the 
governor of the prison. 

A condemned prisoner is never left 
alone, day or night; warders are al- 
ways in the cell, and in the centre 
of the floor stands a small table, and 
on it rests a book. This book must be 
carefully written up, for it must con- 
tain a complete account of all the con- 
vict’s doing, his sayings, his requests, 
and so forth. In short, it contains 
a detailed account of the convict’s life 
in the condemned cell, and nothing 
must be omitted. 

Naturally this book makes very in- 
teresting reading, but it is quite im- 
possible to have a look at it, for after 
ths execution is over the book is care- 
fully sealed, and is known of no more, 
unless the Home Office, for some rea- 
son, desires to peruse its pages. 

A condemned prisoner does not go 
out to exercise with other convicts; 
he is taken out quite alone when no 
inquisitive eyes may rest on him, and 
he is not paraded for Church service 
with the others, He does attend cha- 
pel, but he occupies a pew by him- 
self, and is screened off so that other 
convicts may not see him. 

Sometimes a condemned man plays 
dominoes or draughts with the ward 
ers in charge of him—it is a rule to in- 
dulge any condemned prisoner so far 
as possible, but a daily paper he is not 
allowed to have, although he may read 
as much as he likes, but only volumes 
from the prison library. He does no 
work unless he seeelally asks for it, 
and then he is only give such tasks 
aa do not necesitate the using of sharp 
tools in case of any attempt at sui 
cide, 

A condemned man may write and 
receive letters, and he may see visi- 
tors, but never alone—a warder is al- 
ways present, and visitors see the con 
vict through a form of grille—they 
may neither touch nor kiss him. 

On the morning of the execution 
the prisoner is awakened early. Break- 
fast is given, and it consists of what 
the doomed man desires, Afterwards 
he may eich, and await the coming 
of the chaplain, The latter official is 
always in the condemned cell on the 
morning of execution. 

In due time the convict’s ordinary 
clothes are handed in, and these he is 
required to put on, but no collar or tie 
accompanies the suit of clothes. They 
are not wanted, for the neck must not 
be covered up in any way. 

Within a few minutes of eight 
o’clock or nine o’clock, a small body 
of men reach the door of the condemn 
ed cell—they are the officials entrust- 
ed with the carrying out of the law’s 
demands. 
convict stands up, and is asked by one 
particular official if he is ‘John Bo- 
and-so?”’ 

On an affirmative answer being giv- 
en, a document has to be signed by 
one of the officials—this document is 
a receipt to the governor of the prison 
for delivering up to the proper auth- 
orities the said ‘John So-and-so’s body 
for legal execution.” 

A few preliminaries have to be gone 
through with—the prisoner, for in- 
stance, is asked if he has anything to 
say, any requests to make. The exe- 
cutioner is then introduced, and swift 
ly the prisoner’s arms are pinioned, 

Once on the scaffold the business is 
soon over—the feet are placed on the 
chalked-out marks, the legs are deftly 
pinioned, the white cap is placed in 
position, the rope is adjusted with 
running noose lying behind the ,left 
ear, the signal is given, and the 
hangman does his part, and in a min- 
ute afterwards the execution is com- 
pleted.—Pearson’s Weekly,

British Artist Originated This Form of 
Greeting In 1844, 

Some day surely a grateful monu 
ment will be erected to the memory of 
W. A. Dobson, the parent of the Christ 
| Inas card, for he was a true herald of 
Peace and good will to the werld and 
no small benefactor to commerce, says 
a writer in Tit-Bits, 

In 1844 Mr, Dobson, who later be 
came a famous member of the Royal 
acudemy, was a young man earning a 
Modest income as master of the gov- 
ernment School of Design at Birming- 
bam, One evening in December in- 
stead of writing his usual letter of 
| Christmas good wishes to a friend It 
| occurred to him to substitute a pic- 
| torlal greeting, and, taking a piece of 
| card about twice as large as a modern 

postcard, he began to draw on it, In 
| the center of the three panels intd 
which he divided his design he sketchb- 
ed u family group raising glasses to 
the health of distant friends amid a 
seasonable environment of holly and 
mistletoe, while on each side of this 
festal scene he drew a picture of a 
deed of charity. 

This card Mr, Dobson dispatched to 
his friend, giving it no further thought. 
|The friend, however, was delighted 

with his novel and artistic Christmas 
greeting and showed it everywhere 
prondly, to the equal admiration of bis 
acquaintances. Everybody begged for 
ua similar card, and in the following 
| December the amiable Mr, Dobson 
etched another design and this time 
bud it lithographed and sent out cop- 
jes by the score. In the following 
| year he had several! imitators, and the 
; Christmas card was at last launched 
| 0n the tide of popular favor, although 
even then if Mr, Dobson bad been told 
tbat his modest card of 1844 would 
huve 40,000,000 descendants sixty-five 
years later in Great Britain alone he 
would probably have thrown up his 
bunds in amazement and incredulity,

|EMPIRE BUILDER'S WILL 


IRON DETERMINATION MARKED 
RHODES’ WHOLE LIFE. 


Great Figure Who Kept Moving Out- 
posts ot Empire Farther and Far- 
ther Into Darkest Africa Made His 
Plans When a Youth — Studied 
Greek While Laboring Around the 
Diggings of Kimberley. 


At the head of the second volume of 
Sir Lewis Michell’s interesting bio- 
graphy there stands the death mask 
of Cecil Rhodes, noble and austere. 
It is the death mask of an emperor 
which it would be easy to match in 
the THecwithee of imperial Rome. It 
recalls, with a difference, the famous 
life mask of Oliver Cromwell. ‘The 
front of Jove himself; an eye like 
Mars, to threaten and command.” 
Yet the face, living even in death, 
portrays much besides the habit of 
command, The firmness of the chin, 
or obstinacy if you will, is balanced 
by the sharp line of the eye and the 
lofty grow, the signs of imagination 
and intellect. 

What his mask shows him, that Ce- 
cil Rhodes was—a man at once of 
action and of ideas, For him to think 
wi: to do, and this combination of the 
two rarest faculties gave his a phace 
above and apart from all his contem- 
poraries. Bismarck, whose work was 
drawing to an end when Rhodes was 
beginning his, was perhaps the clos- 
est parallel, but Bismarck played his 

art on a larger stage, and saw, more 
1appily, the conclusion of his work. 
We can but dimly surmise the end of 
the South African drama, in which 
Cecil Rhodes was the protagonist. 

The career of Rhodes, as his bio- 
grapher points out, is not unlike the 
career of Clive. At seventeen Rhodes, 
ts Clive before him, went to try his 
fortune in another world. He arrived 
in South Africa at the very moment 
when thousands were rushing to seek 


To Rhodes’ ardent mind, fixed already 
upon the accumulation of wealth, not 
for its own sake, but for what he 
might do with it, the growing of cot- 
ton seemed a hazardous enterprise. 
So, “in October, 1871,” as Sir Lewis 
Michell says, “the bade adieu to Natal, 
and started for Colesberg Kopje in a 
Scotch cart drawn by a team of oxen, 
carrying with him a bucket and spade, 
several volumes of the classics and a 
Greek lexicon — surly the strangest 
equipment for a youth in his ‘teens 
bound for a miners’ camp!”’ Yet such 
was his equipment for many a year.

ford, whither he went ‘‘without out- 
sid2 assistance,” as he said, he might 


| frequently have been discovered read- 


ing the Greek Testament as he trekked 
across the veldt or learning the Thirty- 
Nine Articles by heart among the dig- 
gers of Kimberley. This determination 
to obtain a degree at Oxford, while he 
was building up a vast fortune in 
South Africa, was a characteristic 
of him. As he told a friend, ‘it was 
the game he liked,” and he played it 
with incomparable- zest, wherever and 
whenever the chance came to him. 

There is no quality of Rhodes’ char- 
acter brought out more clearly in Sir 
Lewis Michell’s book than its unity. 
What he was at seventeen he remain- 
eo till the day of his death. His am- 
bitions and his purposes were unalter- 
able. His triumphant maturity was 
but the ampler expression of his 
youth. At the age of twenty-four, be- 
fore ever his fortune was made, when, 
in fact, he had little or no money 
to leave, he set him down to frame a 
grandiose will, such as cannot be 
matched in the annals of wealth. He 
left his entire estate, then unacquir- 
ed, to Lord Carnarvon, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and to his suc- 
cessors in office, and to his friend Sid- 
ney Godolphin Shippard in trust. 

In trust for what? A scheme, the 
vastest which human ingenuity could 
devise, and which was as follows: “To 
and for the establishment of a Secret 
Society, the true aim and object 
whereof shall be the extension of 
British rule throughout the world 

and especially the occupation by 
British settlers of the entire Continent 
of Africa, the Holy Land, the Valley 
of the Euphrates, the Islands of 
Cyprus and Canada, the whole of 
South America . . the ultimate 
recovery of the United States, as an 
integral part of the British Empire, 
and the inauguration of a system of 
colonial representation in the Imperial 
Parliament which may tend to weld 
together the disjuinted members of the 
Einpire.” 

When we remember that this docu- 
ment was sketched a year before the 
Treaty of Berlin by a boy of twenty- 
four, we know not which to admire 
the mor2, his courage or his pre- 
science, One thing is amply clear; 
Rhodes believed devoutly in the poli- 
tical mission of money, even before 
he had it, and though the later dis- 
pesiion o: his wealth lacks the care- 
ess splendor of his youth it still 
was touched with the fire of imagina- 
tion. 

Elected in 1881 1s member for Bark- 
ly West, he lost no time in explain- 
ing his policy. It was, in his own 
words, “to secure for British South 
Africa room for expansion, and to 
leave time and circumstances to bring 
about an inevitable federation.’ From 
that day until the end it was his pur- 
poe to keep open the northern rovte. 
t was to this end that he made hia 
famous amalgamation with Burney 
Barnato, and insisted that no restric- 
tion should be placed upon the use or 
extent of the company’s capital, 
Baruato, a man of business, looked 
with a natural suspicion upon Rhodes’ 
scheines, and in the end he gave way, 
after an all-night sitting, with a« 
phrase which does credit to both men. 
‘You have a fancy for building an 
empire in the north,” said he, “and [ 
eppose you must have your way.”
